Anti-Communist disorders in Guateraalf 


The following reports have been received from overt sources and 
are sent for your information: 

1) From the New York Times, Y/ednesday, 11 June 1952 

"Anti-Communists have created 'disturbances' - including the 
temoorary seizure of a border garrison - in a number ox Guatemalan 
provincial towns recently, the interior Ministry said tonight. 

"The Ministry said 'several* persons had been killed in the 
battle for the garrison at Larada and in a simultaneous outoreax 
in the nearby town of Camotan. Press reports said at lea so six 
persons died in the two clashes. "The Ministry announced also 
that two persons had been arrested on undisclosed charges. 

"Interior Minister Ricardo Chavez Hackman said tne Government 
was in full control of the situation. 

"Senor Chavez Hackman charged that the disorders had been 
'instigated by anti-Communists'. 

"The Guatemalan Government has been strongly pro-Communist ~or 
more than seven years. Anti-Communists have been demanding a 
increasing insistence in recent weeks that tne Communist 
outlawed and known Reds dismissed from Government jobs.
